2. ORGANIZATION: 

ACCORDING TO PROPOSALS MADE BY THE WORKING GROUP OF THE 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID, WHICH HAVE BEEN APPROVED 
BY THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, THE CONFERENCE WILL HAVE SEVEN 
VICE-PRESIDENTS, TO BE DESIGNATED FROM SENIOR REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE ASIAN STATES, AFRICAN STATES, EASTERN EUROPEAN STATES, 
WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHER STATES AND THE LATIN AMERICAN 
STATES, AS WELL AS THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMISSION OF THE 
CONFERENCE AND THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST 
APARTHEID. 

THE LATTER TWO WILL SERVE IN AN EX OFFICIO CAPACITY. THE 
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OFFICERS OF THE CONFERENCE WILL FROM THE STEERING COMMITTEE. 

IN ADDITION, THE ADMINISTRATIVE SECRETARY-GENERAL OF 
THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY (OAU), THE PRESIDING 
OFFICERS OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF 24 ON DECOLONIZATION AND 
THE UNITED NATIONS COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, ALONG WITH THE 
LEADERS OF THE TWO SOUTH AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, WILL 
BE INVITED TO ATTEND MEETINGS OF THE STEERING COMMITTEE. 
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THE STEERING COMMITTEE WILL DRAFT THE DECLARATION OF THE CONFERE- 
NCE. 

OFFICERS OF THE COMMISSION, ACCORDING TO THE PROPOSALS 
APPROVED BY THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID WILL 
INCLUDE REPRESENTATIVES OF GOVERNMENTS AND OF NON-GOVERNMENTAL 
ORGANIZATIONS. SUCH AS TRADE UNION, CHURCH GROUPS, ANTI- 
APARTHEID MOVEMENTS AND SOLIDARITY MOVEMENTS. 

THE COMMISSION WILL CONSIDER ALL PROPOSALS BY GOVERN 
MENTS AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS FOR FURTHER 
ACTION AGAINST APARTHEID. ITS REPORT WILL BE ANNEXED TO 
THE REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE.
